on Wednesday, his widow, Mrs. 
Elizabeth Waters Burbank  an- 
nounced today.

in attendance. 

At the same hour a public me- 
morial service will be held in 
Doyle Memorial park, a beautiful 
wooded area with streams, trees 
and foliage, which is located on 
the outskirts of the city. Judge 
Ben Lindsay of Denver, a life long 
friend of the venerable plant wiz- 
ard, will speak. 

At the grave as the casket con- 
taining the remains of Burbank is 
lowered into mother earth amid 
blossoms and, flowers created by 
the naturalist, judge Lindsay will 
read the famous oration of Rebert 
Indersoll, delivered at the grave 
of the great Agnostic’s brothe:.

vice. The Rev. Caleb S. Dutton 
of the Unitarian church, who mar- 
riéd Mr. and Mrs. Burbank ten 
years ago, will also speak. Mem- 
bers of Santa Rosa Lodge of Elks 
of which Burbank was a life meimn- 
ber, will participate in the ser- 
vices in honor of their departed 
brother and friend. 


Burbank, ill for several weeks, 
died early Sunday. He was 77 
years of age. 


SANTA ROSA, April 12.-—Luther 
Purbank who was born at Lan- 
caster, Mass., March 7, 1849, came 
to Santa Rosa fifty years ago last 
October. He has resided here ever 
since. With the exception of his 
famous ‘Burbank Potato”, pro- 
duced before coming to California 
and improved thereafter, ‘all of 
his work that brought him world 
wide attention was carried, out 
here on his experimental farm at 
Sebastopol. 

Burbank celebrated his 77th. 
birthday March 7 last and then 
declared that the greatest accom- 
plishment of his life was that he 
had been able to actually demon- 
strate to the world that plants 
were pliable and could be develop- 
ed for the use and betterment of 
mankind. He counted his potato, 
his now cereals such as “Quality 
Wheat,” hulless oat, beardless 
barley and corn as his best trium- 
phs in that line. H* contributed 
many new trees, shrubs, flowers, 
fruits, grasses, vegetables and 
other forms of plant life during 
his 53 years of work. 

In token of his ceaseless pa- 
tients and labor the world again 
and again paid tribute during the 
past 35 years in sending her wise 
men, her scientists, her leading 
agriculturalists and horticulturists 
to Santa Rosa to commune with 
him as an acknowledged master. 
Men and women of royal lineage, 
statesmen, inventors, writers, art- 
ists, stage idols and the famous 


‘|made a pilgrimage to Santa Rosa, 
lured by Burbank and his flowers 
and fruits. 

He lived to see many of his 
fruits and flowers growing in 
many climes, noted the establish- 
ing of “Burbank gardens” in sev- 
eral countries, colleges and 
schools erected in his mame and 
the world studded everywhere with 
trees dedicated to him. 

‘ He was a great lover of child- 
ren and did much for them and 
one of his earlist publications was 
especially‘ in their behalf and en- 
titled “the training of the human 
plant.” This book went through 
several editions. : 

Burbank was an Honory 33rd 
Scottish Rite, a member of all the 
work Rite branches, a life mem- 
ber of the Elks, Modern Wood- 
men of America and the Moose. 
His religious belief was allied to 
the unitarian creed.

With the completion of Gen. 
Butler’s startling description ot 
the party given at the William’s 
home and the scene he said he 
witnessed at the hotel later, Caps 
tian Leo Hermle, Judge Advocate 
of the court, announced the pros- 
ecution was complete. 

Only four witnesses, including 
Gen. Butler, took the stand against 
the accused colonel. One of these 
was Captain Clifton B. Cates, one 
of Col. William's associate coun- 
sel. The others were Major Ross 


Rowell and Captain Charles E. 
Rice, all members of the much- 
discussed party. 


Through the testimony present- 
ed, the fact that some drinks were 
setved at the party was shown 
without question.

States Court at Carson City to ad- 
judicate the waters of the Carson 


River, Dainel R. Hawkins, octo- 
fenarian of Genoa, relate@€d some
